The Week in the House to Be Devoted to 


Appropriation and Land-Grant Forfeiture 
Bills—The Senate’s Work. 
WasuinoTon, D. C., July 4.—The program 


outlined for the conductof business im the 
House during the coming week is made up of 
the appropriation bilis and land-grant forfeit- 
ure bills. When the House meets tomorrow 
the Appropriations Committee will make an. 
effort to bave the regular suspension day 
passed over, in order to continue the con- 


sideration

ation bill will have been placed on the calen- 


dar.

“There is a great deal said, my comrades, 
about the frauds perpetrated by unjustifiable 
claims made in order to secure pensions, One 
word in reference to them, Ido not make the 
Sweep assertion that all pensions that have 
been granted have been right, for Ido not 
know, but I do know, for a certainty, that 
there is nota man who served through the 
war, who bad slept amid snow and ice, 
wind and rain; by suniight and starlight; 
in dampness and darkness, that came out of 
that service witb bis life prolonged. I do not 
believe that there is a man who went through 
the service, no matter what some people say, 


have pensions who have not got them because 
of their pride, and who now cry out fraud 
against the Government; but, my country- 
men, I would rather have a tew frauds 
so-called—although they amount to little 
than to bave hundreds denied pensions who 
are justly entitled to them. Iwould take the 
chances of making a slight mistake in that re- 
spect. I would a thousand times rather that 
any soldier who had a bill for a pension uf $96 
a year, who had served his country, whether 
be could prove it exactly or not, should have 
it signed by the President thao that an arrant 


na ve and arch traitor should have $4,000 a 


year. . 

»My fellow-citizens, when I get to talking to 
my old comrades, and there are many of you 
here who served under me and under my com- 
mand while we were ia that service—and I 
claim nothme for myself—the men who car- 
ried the muskets were the men who fought the 
battles; but while you were tramping day and 
night around Vicksburg and Shiloh, and freez- 
ing in the storms around Donelson, and 
marching at the word of command from one 
end of the country to the other, young 
and strong, you did not believe then that 
the time would ever come) that any man, 
no matter what his politica! affiliauons were, 
would ever complain of a little pension granted 
to a soldier; and there is not a man within 
sound of my voice in this vast audience who 
was in the army bimself but who knows and 
must confess that during the War, when it 


was doubtful as to which would be successful, 


when these boys returned home they would 
not want for gratitude. 

“Why should rich men who fattene! on the 
blood of 300,000 men now complain if men are 
pensioned because of tneir services. May God 
forgive me if l ever forget there is one thing 
we can say to the Government—practice what 
injustice towards the old soldiers, faithful ser- 
vants of the Union, you may—the time will 
not be long until they are past your reach. A 
few more years and there will be no Granda 
Army of the Republic. Inafew more years 
we will have to go to the cemeteries, the nil, 
sides, the brooks, the marshes, and rivers to 
ascertain the history or wants of the 
soldier. The evidence of decay is upon 
us today. It l have shown weakness in your 
presence today, I hope that in the light of our 
past struggies you will forgive me. While 1 
may have other state matters that require a 
share of my attention, your cause and just 
rights will never be forgotten. The battle for 
justice may be a hard one, but it cannot now 
be a long one: and after we have finished our 
labors here we shall join the great silent 
army who shall not muster again until the 
last roll-call shall have been sounded.“

Tuis occurred many times last year, and the 
fact that the two steamers got ashore there 
the opening day this season shows that the 
new management has made no improvement in 
this direction.

Agnes Ethel did not again on the city 
stage in 1868, but us believed to have gone on 
the road under another nume with a traveling 
company.

The two 
facts do pot confirm the romantic story once 
circulated to the effect that Miss Ethel was of 
humble origin and went upon the stage penni- 
jess. Her first real hit was in “Frou-Frou,” 
and thereafter a photograph of ber in that 
part was familiar the country over. In 1870 
sbe sailed for France to get from Victorien 
Sardou an emotional play. For $10,000—a por- 
tion of which sum was paid down in advance 
—be set to work to write a play. When he 
finished it, early in 1872, be named it Agnes,” 
in direct compliment to his American cus- 
tomer, «bo had paid him for his labor much 
more liberally than had at that time any of his 
own countrymen. 

The Union Square Theatre passed under 
Shook & Palmer's management later in 1872. 
Agnes Ethel’s new play was the initia! drama.

There was hot even a farewell benefit to the 
actress. She did not need one. 

For over three years Miss Ethel was not seen 
again on the stage. An agent says he visited 
her about 1874 or 1875 with offers. To these 
importunities she was obdurate. She said ber 
position in life now removed the necessity of 
stage work and she could not accept any en- 
gaugements. She may bare bad a longing for 
the old glamour, but it did not exhibit itself in 
ber conversation. Twice only since 1873 has 
she been on the stage. That was in the fail of 
1876, when Shook & Palmer, her old managers 
at the Union Square, opened the Brooklyn - 
Theatre. Purely as a compliment to them, it 
war undersc:ood, Miss Ethel emerged from ber 
retirement and assisted at the inaugurauon of 
their new house. She piayed only a brief en- 
gagement. In the second instance she played 
at a charity benefit. Mr. Tracy did not seri- 
ously object to her appearance either time. 

The late Francis W. Tracy was a man well 
known not only in Buffalo, his home, but here

Reasons Assigned by Various Congressmen 
for Wishing to Retire to Private Life. 

Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette: Gen. Patrick 
Collins of Boston nas determined to retire 
from, Congress and will refuse to accepta 
nomination. Says he: ‘“Inever had to work 
as band for myself as I bave to for Tern 
ment and my constituents. There is no re 
ward init for me, and I am making a serious 
sacrifice of my private business and necessa- 
rily losimg& place in my profession. I simply 
cannot afford to remain in Congress and shall 
go out.“ 

Some time ago Martin Foran said he had 
worked up a practice worth $10,000 a year, and 
there is nothing in the toil and vexations of 
Congressional service to compensate him for 
a sacrifice of $5,000 a year, besides the grow- 
ing injury done to his practice. 

Gen. Ben Le Fevre has also announced bis 
determination to retire. He says: I have to 
work iike a day laborer and employ several 
clerks. It is all Loan do to make ends meet at 
the close of each year, and I can’t save a cent, 
I bave got to stop working for others and look 
out Tor myseff, Or by and by I stall nad my- 
self at the end of my Congressional career and 
Hat @n my back finanofaliy.”’ It is understood 
that Le Fevre is to be permanently located in 
New York, as Vice-President of a railroad, with 
$10,000 a year salary. 

Two members from Texas, Messrs. Miller 
and Throckmorton, announce that they will 
retire. Mr. Throckmorton gives ill-health as a 
reason for his determination, but Mr. Miller 
says he can't afford it. 

Mr. Mitchell of Connecticut is also announced 
as having determined to retire. He and Gen. 
Collins are the only New England Congress- 
men who will do so voluatarily. Collins is one 
of the ablest men on the Democratic side and 
will be greatly missed. 

Two prominent Virginians declare that they 
will not stand for reélection. One of them, Mr. 
Barbour, is a man of ability and the best poli- 
tician by long odds in Virginia. He vas given 
his time and of his money freely to aid the 
party in that State, and Gen. Mabone says that 
the Republican defeat and the election of the 
Democratic Legislature were due more to Bar- 
bour and his shrewd management than to all 
other campaign influences combined. The 
other Virginian who declares he will retire is 
John Randolph Tucker.

Myrtle (108 pounds), and May Lady (93 pounds). 
Volante carries full weight, Warrenton 
and Myrtle are allowed ten pounds each and 
Buchanan and May Lady five pounds each. 
Volante has not started in a race since he ran 
second to Miss Woodford in the Eclipse Stakes 
at St. Louis, when bis performance caused nu- 
merous good judges to pronounce him the 
best race-borse in America. He was coughing be- 
fore that race and grew worse tne following week 
and his present condition is knownonly to the 
stable.

THE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

Both parties are disappointed with the re- 
sult of the British elections so far. . Uniess 
there is a decided change in some direction 
the outcome will be far’ from satisfactory, 
Mr. Gladstone's party has suffered some 
losses in the English boroughs, but they are 
not serious, and the. Tory-Unionist party 
have only won by a scratch in many uniih- 
portant constituencies. If the elections pro- 
ceed in the same way as they have gone 
during Friday and Saturday the parties 
will be m much the same position 
at the close as they were at the 
time of the dissolution — with the 
Tories and dissenting Liberals combined in a 
slight majority. ‘The dissenting Liberals 
will hold the balance of power.

Another thing that will help Mr. Glad- 
stone is the evidence which the elections af- 
ford that the majority even of the English 
Tory voters are not strenuously opposed to an 
irish Parliament, and that 95 per cent of the 
Liberal voters are loyal to thir chief. The 
mugwump 5 per cent have done all the mis- 
chief so far by their abstentions or their sup- 
port of Tory candidates. It must be patent 
to the mugwumps who have not yet cast 
their ballots and to the independent 
voters that home rule must be grant- 
ed to Ireland sooner or later. They 
may conclude that the sooner the 
better, and that it is the wisest policy to turn 
in or to turn out—as the case may be—and 
help elect the Gladstonian candidates, so that 
the Premier may settle the question definitly, 
and thus clear the field for necessary British 
legislation, Great interest will attach to the 
elections in the large manufacturing centres 
like Sheffield, Hull, Newcastle-on-Tyne,

THE BUSINESS SITUATION.

One of the most cheering of the facts 
brought out during the week is that devel- 
oped bya comparison of the volume of the 
Chicago bank clearings for the first half of 
the year with those for the same time in 1885.

As specula- 
tion in produce was dull nearly all the time, 
and there has been no material rise in prices, 
we are forced to the conclusion that the bus- 
iness-men of Chicago have handled fully 
one-tenth as many more goods in the last six 
months than one year previously. True, the 
period taken for the comparison was a very 
dull one, February, 1885, marking the bot- 
tom of the pit of depression from which we 
began to emerge a few months later. But 
the increase from that to this is large enough 
to warrant a feeling of surprise on the part 
of the many who yet croak about the dullness 
of trade. It is especially satisfactory in view 
of the fact that the latter period embraces 
several weeks during which business was par- 
tially paralyzed by the labor troubles, the 
effeets of which can scarcely be said to have 
died out yet. 


EDMUNDS OCIVIL-SERVICE BILL. 

Senator Edmunds proposes a radical change 
in the method of appointing and removing 
all the Federal officials known as inferior 
officers.” With a few exceptions he proposes 
to vest the appointment of all officers of this 
class in the President exclusively, without 
requiring confirmation by the Senate. While 
the President's power to appoint is thus 
greatly extended, the bill aims to strip him 
of ail authority to make removals without 
cause. Under the proposed act the President 
could suspend an official, but the matter 
would then have to be presented to one of 
the United States courts, and the deposed offi- 
cer could present testimony to disprove any 
charge made against him, and, if the allega- 
tions were not sustained, would be returned 
to his post. No official belonging to the class 
described could be removed without a trial 
in court and an order by a United States 
Judge. A few years ago this novel system 
of appointment and removal would have been 
quite generally regarded as unconstitutional, 
but since the opinion of the Supreme Court 
in the Perkins case there is no doubt that 
Congress may limit and restriet the removal 
of interior officers” as it deems best. Mr. 
Edmunds’ proposition is to be criticised as 
impolitic rather than as unconstitutional. 

It may be conceded that Mr. Edmunds’ 
plan would tend toward some good results, 
but it is still open to the objection that it 
fritters away responsibility and deprives the 
President of a power often absolutely neces- 
sary to good administration. Undoubtedly 
it would be an advantage to divorce the Sen- 
ate and the President as far as possible from 
a partnership in the division of the spoils, as 
well as to make it impossible for the Execu- 
tive to remove thousands of capable officials 
under false and absurd pretenses; but even 
such benefits would be dearly bought at the 
cost of deranging the discipline of the public 
service. The President is the head of the 
Administration, and all his * subordinates 
should be responsible to him and liable to be 
removed at any time. Mr. Edmunds’ plan 
assumes that an office is the property of the 
man who holds it and can be taken away 
from him only by a proceeding in court. Who 
would undertake to manage an extensive pri- 
vate business with acorps of assistants re- 
movable only after a public trial and a de- 
cision by a Judge? Sucha system would 
take away necessary authority, impair dis- 
cipline, and make it impossible to fix respon- 
sibility where it belonged. It could have no 
better results when applied to the public 
service. | 

Mr, Edmunds’ bill would tie the hands of the 
President and compel him to continue in the 
service persons whom he considered unfaith- 
ful or incompetent. Good administration 
could not be expected under such a system. 
The President should be charged with undi- 
vided responsibility for his Administration, 
and then given full power to remove sub- 
ordinates deemed unfit, being judged by re- 
sults achieved and held amenable to public 
opinion for unwise or impolitic acts. 


THE TREASURY SURPLUS INCREASING. 

The last debt statement puts the surplus in 
the Treasury at about $75,000,000, but every 
person able to scrutinize the facts knows that 
this is a misleading assertion based ona 
tricky manipulation of figures and a new- 
fangled style of beokkeeping. Making the 
statement according to the old Republican 
form, the surplus in the Treasury at this time 
is about $215,000,000, excludimmg the $100,- 
000,000 gold reserve held for the redemption of 
greenbacks. At the time the Democrats 
made such an outcry about the surplus in the 
Treasury in 1884 the amount was $185,000,- 
000, and the increase has nearly all occurred 
during the Democratic Administration. When 
Manning introduced the present juggling 
form he stated the debt according to 
the old and the new methods, showing a pro- 
digious difference as the beholder used the 
long or short end of the glass, and the Secre- 
tary at the same time demonstrated that the 
resourees and liabilities of the Government 
were precisely the same under either system 
of bookkeeping. By counting thb interest- 
bearing lien on the Pacific railroads as a 
debt,“ and treating the gold and silver cer- 
tificates in the Treasury and the coin for 
their redemption as ‘* unavailable,” it ia easy 
to whittle the surplus down to $75,000,000; 
but the fact remains that it is 890, 000, 000 
gréater than at the close of Arthur's Admin- 
istration, and when properly stated amounts 
to $215,000,000. Adopting the Democratic 
campaign tactics of 1884 and counting the 
> gold reserve, it would be $315,000,000. 

The heavy in the surplus results 
from the refusal of the Administration to 
make bond calls—a policy that was persisted 
in for nearly a year after Manning took 
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increasing the surplus hoarded in the Treas- 
ury. His success is shown by the ae 
the currency in cireulation is $30,000, 

than under Arthur, and the surplus ane 
much greater. The juggled debt statement 
cannot obscure the truth in the miad of any 
person whose opinion is entitled to any 
respect, but it may be that Manning showed 
true Democratic forethought in increasing 
the surplus so as to be prepared for the raid- 
ing appropriation bills of a Democratic House. 
In all likelihood the present enormous sur- 
plus will be greatly reduced in the course of 
afew months, but it will be squandered in 
needless ‘appropriations and not used to pay 
off the debt and stop interest, The Adminis- 
tration now in power is controlled by a debt- 
making, not a debt-paying, party, and it has 
only one method for the reduction of a 
Treasury surplus. 


THE “BUTTERINE” TESTIMONY. 

A comprehensive document has just been 
issued from the Government printing office 
at Washington. It contains all the testi- 
mony recently taken before the United States 
Senate Committee on Agriculture and For- 
estry in regard to the manufacture and sale 
of imitation dairy products. Like the evi- 
dence in many other disputed cases, there is 
a great deal of it, both pro and con. One 
set of men called as experts testified that 
these imitation products are just as good and 
healthful as the pure butter and cheese; some 
say they are much more cleanly than the 
average material that ig made on the farm, 
and a few claim that both the consumer and 
the farmer have been immensely benefited, 
the one by a@-cheapening process which 
enables him to enjoy the substitute 


for something he could not afford to buy, and | 


the other by providing a much better market 
for his property than could otherwise be 
found. The first and last of these positions 
are especially opposed to the testimony of 
others. Figures are adduced to prove the 
claim that the dairy interests have suffered 
immensely by the manufacture of butterine 
and oleomargarine, while Prof. E. D. Salmon, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
says it admits of no doubt whatever that 
“the fat of animals slaughtered for food 
may contain objectionable parasites” which 
are not killed off by the low temperatures at 
which the substitute is prepared for market. 
He quotes what many people would regard 
as ample authority for his assertion, that cer- 
tain named parasites are found in larger num- 
bers in the connective tissues between the 
fats than elsewhere, and that the danger 
connected with the use of oleomargarine, 
from the liability of the presence of such 
worms, which are parasites in man as well as 
in animals, is one that is deserving of 
thoughtful consideration.” . 
Tur TRIBUNE does not desire to be under- 
stood as wishing to decide between these 
contending claims. It is a matter in which 
| every consumer should be allowed to decide 
for himself. But this he cannot do intelli- 
gently without being informed of the above- 
noted objections to the use of butterine, etc., 


in the uncooked state, and also as to whether | 


the material offered for his consumption be 
the genuine article or a proposed substitute 
therefor. It is to provide for the latter that 
the aid of the law is invoked; and the fact 
that the parties who ask for such protection 
are not a unit in regard to the form it should 
take is far from proving that their request is 
an improper one. This is the real point at 
issue, the rest being only subordinate ones, 
and it should be kept before the represent- 
atives of the people till they appreciate 
‘the position and are willing to furnish 
the safeguards required. Whatever 
may be sid to the contrary, it is 
notorious that many thousands of eaters have 
been imposed upon by the sale of the false 
for the true, and that the manufacturers ad- 
mit they could not expecta ready sale for 
their wares unless the imitation be so perfect 
that, in the language of Scripture, it would 
‘*deceive the very elect.“ The person who 
buys from the manufacturer may be well 
enough informed in regard to the character 
of the goods he purchases; but the un- 
derstood if not the expressed inducement is 
in the great majority of cases, Tou can 
make more by selling this than you could by 
handling the genuine article.” It is the ul- 
timate eater, not the first buyer, who needs 
protection from the wiles of the deceiver, 
and he should have it. The plea of “ equally 
good” should not be allowed to be consid- 
ered in the case. 


MR: YERKES’ ARBITRATION PROPOSITION. 

Mr. Yerkes’ proposition to leave the ques- 
tion of the price which he should pay the city 
for the use of the La Salle street tunnel toa 
committee of three business-men—one to be 
selected by himself, one to be selected by 
the city, and the third to be selected by the 
two thus chosen—though plausible, is tnad- 
missible. The City Council probably con- 
tains a boodleized majority in favor of giv- 
ing the tunnel to Mr. Yerkes’ company at a 
small fraction of its true value. To leave 
the selection of one arbitrator to the Council, 
and to have him join in choosing the umpire, 
would be equivalent to giving Mr. Yerkes 
permission to appoint all three of the pro- 
posed committee; nor would the public be 
satisfied with a selection by the Mayor alone. 

Mr. Yerkes must deal with the publie in 
this matter through the Mayor and the 
Council. They are the agents of the people, 
and the public expects them to insist that 
Mr. Yerkes’ company shall pay a fair price 
for the use of the underground roadway. 
The proposition for its use comes from the 
street-car people. They want it. They do not 
seek it to accommodate the public, but to en- 
large their business and increase their profits. 
It is idle for Mr, Yerkes to say that the city 
will be the gainer by granting permission to 
the company to use thetunnel. In the last 
analysis the question is one of pure business. 
Mr. Yerkes wants the tunnel. If Mr. 
Yerkes desires to use the tunnel he ought to 
be willing to pay a fair rent for it; and that 
rent can best be ascertained by computing a 
moderate per cent of its first cost. If the 
rate is 5 per cent, $25,000 per annum would 
be a fair rent. Not a penny less should be 
‘accepted. Mr. Yerkes will pay the amount 
if the Council, or a sufficient minority of the 
Council and the Mayor, insist on it.

SENATOR STANFORD, . 


The California Millionaire's Great Educa 
tional Scheme—Consultations with Promi- 
nent Educators. 

Boston Journal: Senator Stanford of Cali- 
fornia bas returned from a two weeks’ ab- 
sence, which has been devoted to consultation 
with prominent educators on the subject ot 
bis new university. He bas been in consulta 
tion with Gen. Francia A. Walker much of the 
time. Special attention having been paid to 
the subject of dormitories, Mr. Stanford has 
decided to request Gen. Walker to go at once 
to Europe to inspéct the dormitory system of 
the principal colleges of France, Germany, and 
England. Gen. Walker wili probably leave 
this week. Mr. Stanford inolinés to the cot- 
tage system of dormitories, and now expects 
to build cottages in which possibly fifteen 
students can be cared for. He thinks that the 
students by such a plan would be more 
under bome  instluences than ia the 
great dormitories in uses in many 
colleges. On his recent visit to Welles 
ley he was impressed. with the fact 
that arge dormitories are undesirable. He was 
told that in one of the bulidings there were 
sleeping quarters for 3,000 students, and that 
these students took their meals together in a 
large room. The teachers said that the noise 
and confusion were injurious to nervous stu- 
dents. Mr. Stanford requested Gea. Walker 
also to give especial attention to the facilities 
of the various colleges for. original investiga- 
tion of scientific subjects. Mr. Stanford in- 
tends to provide his university with the best 
facilities for spevial wmveéstigation known to 
science. - | 

He has made an arrangement with Frederick 
Law Olmsted to go to California as soon as 
practicable and lay out the grounds. He has 
not selected an architect and intends to make 
the general pian to suit. his own ideas. He 
will, of course, employ an arebitect to work 
out details, but the fundamental plan of 
ike university buildmgs is to de his 
own. Mr. Stanford hopes to be able 
to build up a college town about his university. 
He will erect and lease to parents comfortable 
houses, which they can themselves occupy 
while their children are belag educated, and in 
this way he expects to keep many of the stu- 
dents under coutinuing home infiveaces. 

Mr. Stanford bad a conference with ex- Pres- 
ident White of Corneil University on the sun 
ject of compulsory attendance upon religious 
exercises. President White’s idea is that the 
students will be attracted by the preaching of

July 4.—/|Special.|—The Social- 
istic and boycotting elements inthe Central 
Labor Union created a great excitement at the 
meeting of that body this afternoon, and a 
great part of the afternoon was devoted to 
discussion over the conviction of the boycot- 
ters last week. They prevailed upon the 
Engineers’ Club to offer 
while they seconded them and urged ther 
adoption with ali their might. They had made 
the resolutiong.so strongly flavoring of an- 
arohy that the more moderate Socialists sought 
to amend them. The resolutions stated that 
whereas the right of every person to a trial by 
a jury of his peers is guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and whereas no 
workman or wage-worker bad served on the 
jury in the late Theiss boycott trials, the Central 
Labor Union deciared and prociaimed to all 
workmen in the city and throughout the coun- 
try that these trials were not conducted with 
that feirnesa which the Constitution gives to 
every person, and that che juries were class 
juries and were prejudiced against the inter- 
ests of workingmen. The resolutions further 
declared that the insidious attempts of the 
prosecuting officers, District-Attorney Martine 
and Col. Fellows, and the acuons of the packed 
juries and servile Judges to stamp out boycot- 
ting, would only serve to make it more effectual 
and unxelent in the future, Also that the 
Central Labor Union called upon all oreaniza- 
tions to contribute freely in order that it 
might be enabled to appeal the cases of the 
boycotters, and have the issue finaliy tested 
by a fair trial by their peers. The resolutions 
were adopted. 

It was rumored today that E. 8. Schevitsch, 
editor of the Volks-Zeitung, the Socialistic daily 
newpaper, would be arrested tomorrow.

THE NORWEGIAN REPUBLIC. 


An Organization Which Has for Its Object 
the Establishing of a Republican Form of 
Government in Norway, Sweden, and Den- 
mark. 

The third annual festival and ball of the 
Norwegian Republic’’ Society was given last. 
night at Concordia Hall, Nos. 235 and 287 Mil- 
waukee avenue. This society bas for its pur- 
pose the introduction of American ideas of gov- 
ernment among the citizens of Norway, Swe- 
den, and Denmark, looking to the establishment 
ot those countries under republican forms of 
government. The members are distributed 
throughout the Northwest, the largest number 
residing in Chicago. They are not Anarehistic 
or Soctalistic inany of their views. The Chi- 
cago society keeps in constant communication 
with the Northern Free State Society, which is 
working in the old countries for the same 
cause. The Scandinavians of this coun- 
try, it is said, are led by the ministry, whose 
teachings are that allegiance to monarchy 
is a Divine command. Among the leaders on 
the peninsula are B. Bjornson and Baier, who 
hails from Copenhagen. The emef American 
leader and champion of the cause is tne Rev. 
Christopber Johnson, a Unitarian minister in 
Minnesota. The society has distributed free 
5.000 copies of The Norwegian Repubiic,”” a 
pamphlet, and another, entitled An Address 
to the Soldier,” a sketch of military 
life in Europe, will soon de published. 
Two songs written for the occasion—one on 
the Fourth of July and the other on Scandi 
navia's prospective emancipation from mon- 
archy—were sung by a Scandinavian quartet. 
Speeches were made by R. E. Shay, Erick 
Johnson, and Peter Nelson, and there were 
also songs, recitations, dances, and a sup- 
per. The hall was decorated with the flags or 
the United States, Norway, and France. 


ROSSA TALKS DYNAMITE, 


At St. Louis O’Donovan-Rossa Talks Irish 
Independence to a Few Fenians. 

Sn LOUIS. Mo., July 4.—A small but very 
enthusiastic audience of Fenians gathered at 
Lindell Park this afternoon to celebrate Inde- 
pendence-Day anc listen Lo speeches by W.J.Gor- 
such, a Socialist of Baltimore, Md., and 0’ Don- 
ovan-Rossa of New York. The Socialist spoke 
first, and said that Socialism as it exists in this 
country was a distinctly American institution. 
The speaker advocated this form of ‘govern- 
ment, and expressed Bympatby for its persecu- 
ted adberents, and espeelally for those in Ca:ca- 
o and Milwaukee, O Donovan-Rossa spoke ex- 
clusively of Ireland and Irish affairs. He said 
there was no use of granting a partial local 
self-government to Engiana’s Poland; it was 
only a step toward the goal desired—entire 
independence. He said 
would be granted 
fear of the Irish rather than 
on account of love for justice or duty to 
bumanity. He would not advocate an open 
deciaration of war—there was a mode-of war- 
tare more certain and far less expensive both 
as to men and money—the warfare of dyna- 
mite in the bands of patriotic Irishmen. He 
could mame today 100 such men in New York 
City who were more than willing to show to the 
world their patriotism ana were only waiting 
for the word to go to Englana and work out 
Ireland’s independence. It wouid be an easy 
mat zer to place a few pounds of dynamite in 
the House of Lords, for instance, where it 
would do the most good.

He Is a Man of Great Bolduess, Resources, 
and Grit. 

Letter to Cincinnati Enquirer: While Blame 
was Speaker and Senator there appeared upon 
the scene a young Congressman by the name 
of Reed. He was a large, boyish-natufed man, 
and nis reputation slowly spread, and became 
first observable when he had a celebrated cam- 
paign to make for reéiection, when he bravely 
got through. He remained over in the House 
after Blaine, Frye, and Hale had left it to go 
to the Senate. It was soon seen that he was 
going to keep up the reputation of his State in 
Congress. At the present time he probably 
holds as high a position as Mr. Blaine ever held 
on the floor, and a higber one than either Frye 
or Hale ever had. At the same time the com- 
bination of qualities in him which have at- 
tracted attention is entirely different from 
any of the others. He is neither witty, like 
Biaine, nor assumptuous, like Hale, nor mill- 
tary and stiff, like Frye. He is genuine and 
bearty, always taking joy in encounter, strik- 
img bard; strong blows, yet entertaining no 
malice. He can rise and make a speech after 
some One has spoken on a topic not previously 
| discussed, and follow that opponent in a gen- 
eral impeachment, with boidness, resources, 
and wit, ali expended together in a sort of 
massive charge, wherein the man seems to take 
a stature above that 
general concern and intercourse of things. 
It is said that be is a really poor politician at 
home, does not comprehend numbers and 
forces, as Blaine does, and trusts to general 
bebavior and princivies for his success. 
Nature has done a good deal for him, giving 
bim a large, wholesome, powerful body, with 
voice and health to match, and H he came 
from any large city of the West or the Middle 
States, or the South, he would probably attract 
more attention than be does. The leadersuip 
of the House has gone into his bands, and you 
seldom find him abashed or overthrown. 

I beard Mr. Dorsheimer say when he was in 
Congress that on one occasion the Speaker nad 
called him to the chair, and Abram Hewitt of 
New York Made a speech on the whisky 
question full of strange and original af- 
firmations. They were so novel that Mr. 
Dorsheimer, with the gavel in bis hand, sat 
wondering whether they could all be over- 
thrown, Then, he said, Reed got up, who bad 
already attracted the attention of some dis- 
tinguished English visitor for bis bearing some 
remarkable resemblunce to William Shaks- 
peare. Reed made a formidable attack upon 
Hewitt's position, bold and trenchant, with 
meat in every sentence. Dorsheimer. sat and 
looked at him with a mixture of wonder and 
admiration. In short, Mr. Reed, bemg re- 
lle ved from a multitude of sharp colleagues in 
Congress, had now set up for himself. He 
seems to be a man of natural powers, only re- 
quiring opportunity to get ease and to or 
to the fullest force.

The lumber yards of ths city are expert 
encing a little more than the usual duliness of 
the season. The May strike lasted eighteen 
days, and the lumbermen now find themselves 
just about that number of days behind in tne 
volume of business transacted in their line. 
The pianmg-milis are almost at 4 standstiil, 
‘ven after the solicitation of ord which is 
not customary with them. No activity is now 
looked for till towards the end of the month. 

It is not yet known who will be —.— by 
Mr. Parnell to represent the Irisu Pariiament- 
ary party in the Irish National League Con- 
vention to be held at Chicago; but Mr.. Har- 
rington, Secretary of the party, hag cabled Mr. 
Egan that Michael Davitt will be present, and 
that a strong delegation” of the party will 
attend the convention. 

East-bound freight traffic was unprecedented- 
ly light during the last week. A smaller amount 
of business has not been done by the roads run- 
ning east from herein any one week for the 
last four or five years, and consequently the 
railroad officials feel very much discouraged. 
The total shipments of ali classes of freight 
(excluding live stock) from Chicago to all East- 
ern points, through and local, by the seven 
pool lines amounted to only 16,345 tons, against 
22,403 tons for the week previous. a decrease 
of 6,058 tons. For the corresponding week last 
year the through shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions alone amounted to 38,818 tous, 
or more than twice as much as the total ship- 
ments of all kinds of freight to through and 
local points durmg the last week. 

Northwestern treigbt-rates have suffered a 
complete collapse, and are now as low as, if not 
lower than, the Western rates. Nearly all the 
lines between Chicago and St. Paul are now 
quoting a 10-cent rate from Chicago to St. Paul 
2 Minneapolis on all carload classes. The 
rate on flour and grain from St. Pau! and Min- 
neapolis to Chicago is about 7 eents per 100 
pounds. 

The Chicago District Assembly No. 24 of 
Knights of Labor has adopted a resolution
